between the 


United States and Spain, namely: The i 
Introduction In congress of a resolution 
carrying 450,000,000 for the public de- 
fense: the withdrawal by the Spanish 
government of Its intimated objection 
to the continuance in olRoe of Consul 
General Lee: the ordering of the Mont- 
gomery to proceed t»» Havana In place 
of the Fern; the passage through the 
house of the bill increasing the artillery 
arm by t\\o regiments, and the institu- 
tion of negotiations looking to the pur- 
chase of warships for our navy. 


As for General Lee's case, the news of 


the satisfactory ending of the Incident 
through the withdrawal of the sugges- 
tion by Spain was expected as soon HS 
it was noted that a loophole had been 
left open through the failure to make 
the complaint in anything like an olllciu.1 
•nape. Some fear is expressed that the 
consul general will not lind his post very 
cogenial now that he knows he it» an 
unwelcome guest in Havana, but the 
administration iw relying upon his de- 
votion to the welfare of the Americans 
In Cuba and American Interests gener- 
ally to submit his own personal wishes to 
restraint and remain at his post. 


Late Monday afternoon Mr. Du Bosc, 


the Spanish charge, received a cipher 
cable from the minister of state at 
Madrid, saying: "You can disavow the 
rumor that any official application has 
been made for the recall of General Lee. 
This confirmed Du Hose's view tUat a 
misapprehension had occurred and that 
some Intimation concerning General Lee 
had been construed into a. request or de- 
mand for his recall, which. Mr. Du Bosu 
says with positiveness, was never in- 
tended. 


As there has been no explanation no 


far of the purpose which prompted the 
introduction of Mr. Cannon's resolution, 
it may be said that the money Is wanted 
primarily as an" emergency fund.

IN DEFERENCE TO SPAIN. 


SAGO STRIKERS SET. 


At Determined as Ever to Continue 


the Fight. 


Washington, March 8.—The following 


brief statement was posted by the bu- 
reau of navigation Monday afternoon: 
"The Montgomery will relieve the Fern 
at Havana. 
Fern will carry provisions 


to Matanzas and SagLj. La Grande." 


This conclusion was r«ached 
after 


conferences between the officials of the 
state and navy departments, and is un- 
derstood to be such an adjustment 
as will not lead to further objection by 
the Spanish government. 


The 
Montgomery 
is an unarmored 


cruiser of about 2080 tons, with an arma- 
ment of 10 guns. 
The plans of th« navy 


department are to have the Montgomery 
start for Havana at once in order that 
the Fern may return to Key West in 
time tc take on the relief supplies reach- 
ing there next Wednesday. 
No time 


has been fixed for the stay of the Mont- 
gomery at Havana, as the only decision 
thus far reached Is that she will re- 
place the Fern at present. 
The Mont- 


gomery will be the first United States 
warship at Havana since the Maine dis- 
aster.

Fow Opponents Declared the Increase 


Contemplated to He Unnecessary. 


Washington, March 8.—There was an 


absence of sensationalism 
from 
the 


house debate on the bill to increase the 
army by two regiments of artillery. Mr. 
Cox. 
the ranking Democratic member of 


the military affairs committee, opposed 
the mensure and, as he controlled the 
time on his side of the house, he yielded 
half of it to Mr. Jones, who also an- 
tagonized it. Mr. Bailey, the Demo- 
cratic leader, was shut out, and when he 
asked unanimous consent to address the 
house for three minutes it was refused. 


Mr. Hull, in opening the debate, ex- 


plained brietly the necessity for these 
men to man the coast defenses of the 
country. By July 1, he said, 244 bis guns 
and 232 molars would be mounted, 476 
in all. These guns required 18 men each 
to handle them, and in time of war 60. 
There were but 4025 artillerymen all told 
in the service. The guns emplaced July 
1 would require 7000 men regardless of 
any exigency that might arise. Even 
if no exigency arose these men, he In- 
sisted, would be necessary to care for the 
fortifications and guns upon which we 
were expending millions of dollars. The 
charge that this bill was an attempt 
to Increase the standing army to be 
used possibly to overawe the cities, he 
said, he considered too frivolous to dia- 
CUSB. 


Mr. Cox said he would vote as cheer- 


fully as any man In the house for this 
bill if it were needed for the national 
defense as a war measure, but he urged 
that the president, as comniander-in- 
chief of the army, had authority to de- 
tail men from the other branches of the 
service, the cavalry and Infantry, and 
that such details could man and care for 
the coast defenses without Increasing 
permanently the standing army. 


Mr. Hay (Dem., Va.) created the first 


Open enthusiasm by declaring himself 
In favor of taking every step necessary 
now to prepare for the emergency which 
Confronted the country. 


Mr. Shafroth (Colo.) caused a round of 


applause when he expressed regret that 
a single voice should be raised against 
such a bill at such a time. There was 
no denying the fact that our relations 
with Spain were on the eve of a rupture. 
War ought to be averted if possible, but 
we ought to prepare at once for every 
emergency. 


Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.) said that 


while his voice was now as ever for 
peace, it seemed absolutely certain that 
Spain was forcing us into war to extri- 
cate the reigning family and 
herself 


from the desperate straits In which si e 
was placed by her futile attempts to 
subjugate Cuba. If war was to come as 
a result of our sympathy for those who 
were struggling for freedom he would not 
refuse to give his vote to any measure 
designed to prepare us to meet the 
enemy. 


The time for debate expired and Mr. 


Bailey, who had not been a£le to get the 
floor, asked for unanimous consent for 
three minutes. Mr. Hepburn objected. 
Mr. .Lewis attempted, without success, 
to offer an s.mendment prohibiting the 
use of these two regiments to suppress 
strikes. The bill was then passed with- 
out division. The great chorus of ayes 
was offset by three voices on the mi- 
nority side—Messrs. Cox, Jones and 
Todd (Fusionist. Mich. ). 


District of Columbia business was 


then taken up, and Mr. Bailey, as 
method of resenting the refusal to ac- 
cord him the privilege of addressing the 
house, inaugurated a filibuster. Roll- 
call followed rollcall for two hours. A 
sharp tilt occurred between the speaker 
and Mr. Bailey. Mr. Bailey had been 
trying to obtain recognition, but Mr. 
Babcock, chairman of the district com- 
mittee, retained the floor with his bill 
Finally the confusion became so great 
that the speaker requested members to 
take their seats. Mr. Bailey retained 
his place on *he floor. Again the spealcei 
requested members'to take their seats 


"I take my seat," said Mr. Bailey as 


he finally sat down, "because 
of the house require it." 


"The.speaker exercises no authority 


except that conferred by the rules," saU 
the speaker. "He had no other author- 
ity, and he expect* none." 


There were several exchanges after

NAVAL OFFICIALS SURPRISED. 


Saco. Me., March I.—The 1500 opera- 


tives in the York cloth mills who went 
out on strike eight weeks ago ire more 
determined than ever to continue the 
labor war, notwithstanding that the tex- 
tile workers in the Biddeford mills re- 
turned to work under a cutdown yester- 
day morning. 


A big meeting was held Monday after- 


noon to discuss the situation and learn 
the sentiment in regard to going back 
if the mill gates should be opened next 
Monday. Nelson Larrabee, who had 
Just returned from a tour of the New 
England cities after funds to carry on the 
fight here, presided. He condemned the 
action of the Biddeford operatives in re- 
turning to their looms, and he said that 
he was confident that had they stayed 
out a fe\\ weeks longer they would have 
won. In every city he had visited, labor 
men had expressed sympathy for York 
operatives and pledged various amounts 
to help continue the battle. 


He requested all who were in favor of 


going hack to woik under a reduction of 
wages to stand up. No one in the hall 
responded. "All who are in favor of re- 
maining out until next January, if the 
mill management do not restore the 
wages, will now stand up." said the 
speaker. Instantly 
every 
man and 


woman In the hall stood on their feet. 


After the meeting th« operatives gath- 


ered In groups on the streets and in most 
vigorous terms declared that they would 
never return to work under a cutdow n. 
Many are leaving the town dally, and 
others will do so ae soon a* they can get 
work in the mills of other cities. The 
situation is most serious, and business 
men fear that it will be many months 
before the strike IK ended, unless the cor- 
poration officials make some conces- 
sions to the strikers. Although there are 
many rumors to the effect that the gates 
will open next Monday, none of them can 
be verified.

growing financial muddle at home, Paris, 
and not London, would be the quarter 
whence mousy would be sought and be- 
yond doubt obtained. 
As yet. however, 


nothing has been definitely settled."

strongs are ready to sell if they can see 
money. 
The French financiers are not
